1. Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. This office action is in response to 
the application filed on 10/14/2003 

2. The examiner requests, in response to this Office action, any reference(s) known 
to qualify as prior art under 35 U.S.C. sections 102 or 103 with respect to the invention 
as defined by the independent and dependent claims.
